Facts Ar« Kiiown. 


" Who has not heard tho question, '"What 
becomes of pins:" Millions of them are 
made iii a year, millions ur«i sold, and yet 
tho supply no more than keeps pacv with 
the deuiund, which seems growing enor- 
tuuusly all tho tluie. By a computation 
nuiilc in London tc-n years ago ic was 
sbown that at that time tho weekly pro- 
duction of pins in Omit Britain was 280,- 
Owu.ooO, of which 180,oOO,Ouo, or consider- 
ab!y more than half, were mado in Bir- 
mingham. Then 130,000,000 were made 
In France and 120,000,000 in Germany, 
Holland and Belgium. Since that time 
the production of pins has increased largt,- 
ly. The biggest pin manufacturing city 
In tho world is Birmingham, where 37,- 
000,000 i ins on the average are manufac- 
tured e\ery working day. The other pin 
factories in England together turn out 
about W.OOO.ooO pins daily. The duily 
output, of pins in Franco exceeds 20,000,- 
000, and Germany and other countries in 
Europe manufacture about 10,000,000 
more daily, the total production of pics 
being 8(5,000,01)0 e\ery day, or 602,000,000 
a week in Kuiope. This is, of course, ex- 
clusrveof tho pin factories in the United 
Sttites, which number 43, having a capi- 
tal of 82,000,000, giving employment to 
1,600 persons and turning out in a year 
pins to tho \alue of about $1,000,000. It 
is calculated that only 1 per cent of the 
pins manufactured arc worn out or bro- 
ken. 
The other 99 per cent are lost, tout 


what becouic-s of them, whore they go and 
who gets them, or why some of them are 
not afterward discoveied and again put to 
use, are mysteries. At tho rate ut which 
pins arc manufactured nnd tho rate at 
which they arc lost every third person in 
Europe and North America must lose a 
pin ft day, and it is to be inferred, though 
tho statisticians take no account of this 
that there is some pin losing going on, too, 
in South America, Asia nnd Africa, though 
tourists in tho dark continent aver that 
the garniture thero is such that pins aro 
not necessary. 


Pins are made of copper and zinc wire. 


The metal is cast into ingots, which tvro 
rolled into sheets after having been an- 
nealed several times. 
Afterward 
the 


sheets aro cut into strips so fliio iis to re- 
semble wire, and then by machinery tho 
wires are cut and afterward the pins aro 
pointed and headed. After tho completion 
of this process tho inequalities, aro v\orn oft 
in a revolving iron barrel filled with sziw- 
dust, and then tho pins are put in a prep- 
aration of tin and are polished by tho fric- 
tion of sawdust to tho noint of resemblance 


to the pins ol commerce. TLe process la 
by no means complicated, but much in- 
genuity is n-quired, for tho competition in 
pin making is considerable, and the mar- 
gin of profit from pn manufacture is 
therefore not bo large as to permit tbo suc- 
cessful operation of any factory not util- 
izing the most recent improvements,— 
New York Sun. 


A Geographical MUflt, 


As a statu Turkey is a heterogeneous 


assemblage of peoples under the absolute 
sway of tho sultan. It is a government 
lucking altogether a sense for tbo right of 
a community to choose concerning its own 
government. It thoroughly represents tba 
oriental idea whereby government is trans- 
cendent, a power above and outside the 
people, and not immanent, a power with 
in the people. And herein lies the appli- 
cation of the occidental-oriental antithesis 
to political institutions. Tho occidental 
conception of life as active and creative, 
inhering in active and self moving, auton- 
omous personalities, begets the political 
idea of what we call self government. The 
idea which represents personality as self 
directed in the fulfillment of its own pur- 
poses becomes when applied to politics the 
idea that communities shall bo self gov- 
erned in things belonging to themselves. 
This is the political upshot of occidental- 
ism. 
The opposite thereto is the upshot 


of orientalism. A potentate seated on a 
very high throne under a very brood can- 
opy and loaded with very costly jewels, 
with prostrate subjects bowing in obei- 
sance before him—that is the tableau of 
oriental government, 


Tureky is thoroughly oriental, repre- 


sentatively oriental in its political spirit. 
Its locution upon occidental soil is a geo- 
graphic,".! misfit, a historical anachro- 
nism. It is a stranded wreck, left high and 
dry beyond the sea walls by a receding 
tidul wave, but no one undertakes to clear 
it away because the land on which it rests 
is in litigation.—Benjamin J. Wheeler in 
Atlantic.

A POET READING HIS POEMS. 


Why It Had to Gir* Way to tho Sy»U>n 


Kow I'M*. 


The** is n story in Plutarch which must 


convince every reader that one myth at 
least relate* to an alteration made in thu 
Egyptian calendar to extend the length of 
the year from 360 days to 365. A year of 
SCO days existed in Egypt at an early perl- 
od, and may possibly have been arrived at 
in the way suggested by Mr. F. L. Grifiith. 
The lunar month, from new moon to nww 
moon, being 29}j days in length, the con- 
venient round number of 30 days was tak- 
en as a standard, and 13 months, of 30 
days each, made up the year. The solar 
year is more difficult to observe than the 
lunar month, the intervals being longer, 
and a year of 360 days was a very con- 
venient and reasonable approximation to 
it. At any rate, the year of 360 days came 
into use, and a curious custom at Acan- 
thte, near Memphis, seems to allude tu ic 
A perforated vessel was filled with water 
by SCO priests on each day of the year. In 
the island of PhiUt, again, 360 pitchers 
were placed around the tomb of Osiris, 
for making funeral libations, and were 
filled every day by the priests with milk. 
With 360 days in the year, the ecliptic cir- 
cle of the heavens, as represented in the 
charts, would be _ divided into 300 equal 
parts, and we must regard it as a relic of 
this time that the circle is still made to 
consist of 360 degrees. But so erroneous 
an estimate of the length of the year would 
soon be corrected by experience. 


It is evident that in about 73 years a 


cycle would be accomplished in ..-Inch the 
New Year's day would sweep through all 
the months, remaining only six years in 
each. The same month, so far as its name 
was concerned, would now be in the inun- 
dation time, now in the season of sowing 
and anon in the time of reaping, and the 
agriculturist must have been perplexed. 
A text in the papyrus Anostasi makes ref- 
erence to such perplexity, and may receive 
its explanation here. Goodwin translated 
It: "May Amen deliver me from the cold 
season, when the sun does not shine, the 
winter comes instead of the summer, the 
month is stormy, the hours shortened." 
Similar confusion would overtake the re- 
ligious festivals, the New Year, for exam- 
ple, comfng five days before its proper 
time, and then ten days before, and so on, 
and it might be thought that its observ- 
ance at the wrong season would displease 
the gods/ The year of 860 days had to give 
way and ultimately did so in favor of one 
of 365 days. The precise date of the change 
Is not known, but it is referred to in in- 
scriptions of the time of Amenemba I 
(circa 2400 B. C.), and may of course 
have been introduced much earlier. When 
this was done, the original months were 
not altered, but a "little month" of five 
days was interpolated at the end of the 
year between the month Mesori of one 
year and the Thoth of the next.—West- 
minster Review.

It was usually in the afternoon that 


Tennyson •would delight UN, and any of 
thu other guests who thronged his house, 
by reading to us some of bis poems. I 
have heard him raul ''Guinevere" and 
many other of bis poems. He read In » 
tort of recitative, somewhat monotonously 
at times and always rhythmically, but 
with such deep emotion that the effect 
was indescribable. I oncw asked him to 
read "Boadicea," because of its singularly 
sonorous lilt, and ha did so, though he did 
cot regard it as much more than an ex- 
periment in language and meter. 


Two of his readings are impressed on 


my memory with special vividness. One 
was "The Revenge," which ho read to a 
distinguished company whom he met a: 
dinner at my house at Westminster. 
Among them was my parishioner, the late 
lord chancellor, Lord Hatherley—one of 
the best and truest men whom I ever _ 
knew—toward -whom Mr. Tennyson seem- j 
cd to be immediately drawn. The effect 1 
of his reading of that noble piece was like ! 
that of a vivid picture, as his rich, sono-' 
rous voice rose, and fell with the changes 
of the impassioned story. 


The others were much longer readings. 


He read tis the whole of "Queen Mary" 
before it was published. It hns never been 
among the more popular of his works, and 
1 believe thut on the stage, even with Sir 
Henry Irving to help, it was not i> <Jn»n>nt- 
ic success, but as the poet interpreted it 
by his sympathetic reading I had never 
before so deeply felt the tragedy of the life 
of that miserable queen, with her diseased 
body, her disappointed love, her blighted 
hopes and the sour, gloomy, cruel, inipoi- 
soned fanaticism which she took for reli- 
gion and the service of her God. As he 
read, breadth on breadth of gloom seemC'l 
to be falling, fold after fold, upon the life 
of the unhappy woman, and his own vo\ce 
was often broken by emotion. I specially, 
however, remember the ring of triumph 
with which, after the successful repression 
of Wyatt's rebellion, the queen is first 
made to say, ''My foes are at my feet, and 
I am queen," and with still more raptur- 
ous passion, "My foes are at my feet, and 
Philip king." 


I also specially reic«nber his reading of 


the pociu of "Akhbar'sDream." He tc 1 
me much about Akhbar which was entire- 
ly new to me. For breadth and -wisdom 
of thought this poem must always take a 
very high place.—Rev. F. W. Farrar in 
New York Independent

Methods In Spelling. 


Concerning the Influence of methods in 


spelling, a very comprehensive study was 
made by me, through personal interviews 
with some 200 teachers whose pupils h. I 
taken part in my tests. These teachers 
were questioned, to the minutest details, 
in regard to the course they had pursued. 
In brief, my deductions may be suinnia- 
rlzed in the •statement that there is no di- 
rect relation between methods and re- 
sults. For example, among the points 
that have given rise to endless discussion 
is that concerning the value of oral spell- 
ing. My tests showed that, while in some 
of the schools where .ft special feature had 
been made of oral spelling the results 
were favorable, in others they wcro unfa- 
vorable, and the same conditions were 
shown where oral spelling had been aban- 
doned. 
Second, much discussion 
lias 


arisen as to whether, in written spelling, 
the words of the lesson should be plnccil 
in columns or in sentences, but the claim 
of superiority in favor of sentence over 
column spelling was by no means corrob- 
orated, the results of the sentence method 
varying just as much as those of the col 
umn method.—Dr. J. M. Rice in Forum

Who has not heard of the Persian jewels 


—their glory, their number, their price- 
less worth? When the doors were unlocked, 
and I was taken into the peacock throne 
room, I found myself surrounded by a 
mass of wealth unequaled in the world. 
Nowhere ore such treasures, but nowhere 
also is there such an accumulation of rub- 
bish. I will, however, dismiss the rubbish 
and refer only to the treasures. 
Down 


each side of the room were chairs entirely 
covered with sheeted gold, and at intervals 
were tables of gold, nailed, I shuddered 
to note, with the commonest of cheap 
black headed tacks! 


At the far end of the room was the won- 


der of the world—the peacock throne. 
Whether it is one of the seven thrones of 
the great mogul, and was brought from 
Delhi, I don't know, but it is certainly 
the most costly ornament that the eye of 
man can look upon. I inspected it most 
carefully. 
It is entirely of silver, a great 


camp bed structure, but modeled in lovely 
designs. It i§ incrusted from end to end 
and from top to bottom with diamonds. 
At the back is a star of brilliants that 
make you blink. The rug on which tho 
shah sits is edged with precious stones, and 
the pillow on which he reclines is covered 
with pearls. I could keep on writing 
about the dazzling beauties of the throne 
of the king of kings, but I could never 
get beyond declaring it to be a superb 
jewel.

COURTSHIPS. 


IIow Karly Marriage For Both Womec 


Mild Men \V»» Encouraged, hut. Hrarr 
J'tuaJUe* Attached to Sly WooluB—-Wid- 
ow* and Widower* Had th«- H«-*t of It. 


As the chief and only object of a girl oi 


colonial times was plainly to get married, 
it is evident lhat the steps that led her to 
marriage were of much importance. 
She 


was early taught by precept and a few 
raro-and deplorable examples to dread and 
shun being an old maid. Tho traveler, 
John Uuuton, wrotu in 1674: 


"It is true an old or superannuated maid 


in Boston is thought such a curse as noth- 
ing can exceed it, look'd on as u dismal 
Spectacle." 


He adds that unmarried women were 


called "thornbacks." The state of old 
maidism was rcachi-d at an early date. 
Higginson wrote of an "ancient maid" of 
25. The letters of Mary Duning. daughter 
of Emanuc-1 Douing, John Winthrop's 
brother-in-law, show how bitterly her par- 


resented her remaining unmarried 


till,about 55 years of age. 
And letters of 


her father show his mortification at not 
"early matching" his children. The evi- 
dences of family records, of gravestones, 
of church lists, show that unmarried 
women were few. 


Lone men, as Shakespeare called them, 


were, of course, equally 
discouraged. 


Bachelors were eyed askance and with 
much suspicion. 'I hey were watched by 
ministers, elders, deacons, magistrates, 
heads of families; the tithing man wus 
ordered to have a "spetial eye out" on 
them. They were not permitted to live 
alone or to choose their place of lesi- 
dence, but had to go with whom and wj>ere 
the court assigned, and if they resented 
this treatment were sold for a term of serv- 
ice. In many of the colonies they had to 
pay a tax if they remained unmarried after 
a certain age. 


All was not smooth sailing when the re- 


stricted and watched bachelor decided to 
marry and gain freedom. He could not 
"make a motion of marriage" to any 
young woman in the community without 
obtaining the consent of her parents, 
guardians or near kinsfolk. The whip- 
ping, post and cat o' nine tails awaited 
him if he "inveagled tho affections of any 
maid or maidservant" by making lovo to 
her without proper permission. I have 
often wondered whether tho marked at- 
tractions and charms of widows in eolo-" 
nial days were not somewhat due to the 
fact that a man could court them without 
being watched, or being given permission, 
or rendering account. 


Many laws restricting unlicensed love- 


making can be found in court records of 
colonial days, but the New Haven magis- 
trates severely specified the "inveagling" 
as "by speech, writing, message, company 
keeping, unnecessary familiarity, disor- 
derly night meetings, sinful dalliance, 
gifts or (as a final blow to inventive lov- 
ers) in any other way." 


It may plainly be seen that if a sly woo- 


er were hauled up for "inveagling" nnd 
threatened with the whipping post and 
stocks a bold sweetheart had a very simple 
way of thwarting the magistrates. When 
Goodman Tuttlo of New Haven found that 
Jacob Murlln had been kissing Sarah 
Tuttle, his daughter, without leave or 
license, be angrily brorffjht suit against 
Jacob for inveigling Sarah's affections. 
Affairs were looking dark for Jacob and 
the lash of the whip seemed to tremble 
near him in the air when the court asked 
Sarah whether Jacob inveigled her, and 
she demurely answered "Ko." Tho magis- 
trate called her a "bould virgin," but he 
couldn't make her say she -was kissed 
against her wilh, so Jacob went scot free, 
to Goodman Tuttle's ire. 


These laws as to the restraint of lovers 


were not wholly for the control of igno- 
rant nnd poor folk, nor to prevent the loss 
of bound servants, as some historians havo 
imagined. 
They applied to all classes in 


tho community aud were taken advan- 
tage of by fathers and guardians of-all 
ranks. 


An engagement of marriage was a, seri- 


ous matter iu those days. If the father 
had given bis consent, he could not reck- 
lessly or unreasonably interfere to break 
tho contract. Colonial court records, es- 
pecially "those of Plymouth, prove that

helmet, and is us inappropriate us tho 
crest for ladies' use, excepting only per- ! 
sous who use it as ai robe of estate. Hel- 1 
inets are of five kinds, varying according j 
to rank. The crost is always, unless uspe- 
eially stated otherwise, placed upon a 
wreath upon the top of the helmet and is 
always painted thus. The en-it was in 
use long before armorial bearings wrro, 
and is the true mark of chivalry and no- 
bility. 


Achievements, shield of arms, escutch- 


eon and coat of arms are one and the same. 
although achievements is usually applied 
to "those funeral escutcheons which being 
placed upon the fronts of hou£eti or else- 
where set forth the rank and circumstance 
of the deceased. " A man's coat of arms 
is always painted upon a shield, with sup- 
porters and crest, if entitled to a crest A 
coat of arms was "a, habit worn by thu 
ancient knights over their armor, both in 
battles and tournaments, upon which was 
applied the armories of the knights, em- 
broidered in gold and silver and enameled 
with beaten tit:, colored black, green, red 
and blue, whence the rule ever to apply 
color on color, or metal on metal." 


The achievements of married women are j 


arranged precisely as are their husbands', 
without the helmet, crest, mantle or motto, 
tho ground always painted black under the 
wife's and white under the husband's. 


Spinsters' and widows' arms must always 


be painted upon a lozenge. "The achieve- 
ments of widows differ from wives' in two 
respects— ;the escutcheon Is lozenge shaped 
and the ground is entirely black. The 
arms should bo encircled by a silver uor- 
dou. " 


This cordon is the badge of widowhood, 


and, 
of course, should never bo used by 


unmarried women, though some outside 
make the mistako of painting it around 
the arms of spinsters. "Shells, cherubim) 
beads and knots or bows of ribbon are of- 
ten placed about tho arms of women 
whether spinsters, wives or widows." 


If an unmarriiid woman is a peeress, her 


"supporters' robe of estate und coroneo" 
may be added to her arms. 


There are now nine different crowns or 


coronets used in England,' flower-do-luce, 
strawberry leaves nnd balls forming their 
varying ornamentation, according to the 
varying ranks. Our American Duchess of 
Mariborough is entitled to her coronet, but 
she may not uso u crest. — Philadelphia 
Times.

Some species hide on the under aurfuce of 
leaves, other* on the stems or bludes of 
grass, which serte them as fuod; others 
aguin, build little nests for concealment, 
or else they lie snugly hidden between the 
curled edges of leaves, which they draw 
close together until the opposite edges 
meet. 


The caterpillar is a sociable creature In 


his own family. 
He knows that there 1« 


safely in numbers, and you will find whole 
companies feeding side by side while 
kueping a aharp lookout for their bird ene- 
mies, but when a caterpillar is by him- 
self he scarcely dares 10 move for fear of 
attracting attention. 
Even when h« is 


obliged to change his skin ho doesn't ven- 
ture to leave his old coat lying around. 
The moment thut he takes it off he. caw it. 
The caterpillars that live in companies 
shed their skins boldly. Only the poor soli- 
tary fellows feel forced to swallow their old 
clothes. 


A great protection to the unfortunate 


caterpillar when he leaves his nest early 
in the spring is his power of mimicry. 
The viceroy caterpillar is either red spot- 
ted or is dressed in conspicuous purple 
bunds am\ he feeds on birches. Ho is 
cle\er enough tu place himself so that ho 
rxactly resembles the opening buds and 
the curving shoots of thu twig on which 
he lies. He can make himself look the 
color of the soft down of the bods, aud 
ho often deceives the ichneumon files thut 
nro searching for him high and low. 


With all his cleverness, with all his 


trouble, we know that many a caterpillar 
has to go to furnish a meul for the hungry 
birds, and we know it Is the law of nature 
that such things should happen. But da 
not crush a caterpillar with your heel sim- 
ply because he lies in your path. Don't 
shake him from the ingenious little nest 
that he has constructed with so cunning a 
putienco and then stamp out Ijis life. 
Leave him as a legitimate prey for the 
birds or for any creature that has uctunl 
need of him.—Our Animal Friends.

If n wound 
is made in tho hand or arm, or other part; 
of the body, immediate danger arises from 
the floating gorms in the atmosphere which 
alight upon tho wounded surface aud there 
find a ready made breach through which 
they can enter the system. 


But the marvelous cells in the blood 


meet the enemy on the threshold. As soon 
as tho wound is open they flock to the place 
of danger and literally devour the entering 
microbes. Unless tbe invading hosts are 
extraordinarily numerous and powerful, 
antl are favored by untoward circum- 
stances, the victory almost invariably re- 
mains with the defenders of tho breach. 
A study of the process of healing through 
which a wound passes reveals somo of tho 
details of this system of defense.—G. P. 
S. in Xew York "World.

Subdtancea In the Nose. 


A kernel of corn or a pea or other small 


substance gets into a child's nose, and tho 
problem is to remove it. We would sug- 
gest tho following method as effectual in 
accomplishing the object desired: Inject 
into tho free nostril with n common sy- 
ringe a stream of topid water. Tho sides 
of tho nostril should bo closed around tho 
point of tho syringe to prevent a reflux of 
tho water. Use a moderate degree of forco 
and the stream will make a circuit through 
the posterior nasal cavity and pass out of 
the opposite nostril, dislodging tho foreign 
substance. A more simple method is this: 
The patient takes a "deep breath," then 
closes tho mouth and the free nostril and 
forces his breath through the obstructed 
nostril. 
If tho child is old enough to do 


it perfectly, ho may blow out the corn or 
pea or whatever has found a lodgment in 
the nasal passage.—Now York Ledger.
